144 of Th.ise Perished lu the Wreck or the 


Rtpiiulor Portland off Hlgtiutltd 


Light, MIIKH. 


\'<) OXK ON ItO.lKD »AVKI>. 


It was learned yesterday, "ayf the Balto. 


.SVu o( Wednesday, that the steamer Port- 
land, which left lioston Saturday night for 
Portland., .Me., had been wrecked off 
Highland Light, Mass., on Sunday morn- 
ing, and that every soul on board—97 pas- 
3eng«rs and 47 men increw, 144peraorjsin 
all—had perished. The delay in hearing 
the news was due to the (act that the 
blizzard had blown down all telegraph 
wire on Cape Cod. 


The disaster to the Portland is the third 


of the great maritime accidents of tbe year 
1S9S, which will be memorable in such an- 
nals. The first was the sinking'of the 
French liner La Bourgogne off Sable la- 
land on July 4 by collission in a^fog with 
the British ship Croiuartyshire. In this 
^65 lives were lost. Tbe second was the 
wreck of the Atlantic Transport liner Mo- 
hegar,, which ran aground October 14 off 
the Lixard, England, and resulted ia tbe 
loss of 100 lives. 


The steamer Fairfax, of the Merchants 


and Miners' Transportation Line, fiom 
Baltimore to Boston, which was yesterday 
reported ashore on the .Sow and Pigs aboal, 
off Cutty hunk, at the entrance to Buzzard's 
Bay, 
fortunately had no loss of life, the pas- 


seugers and crew bijing safely transferred 
toa tug and sent to Boston. Wrecking tugs 
arrived at Ciittyhunk and will to-day 
make an effort to pull off the steamer and 
save her. 


Many additional dispatches from points 


along the Xew England coast add to the 
list of disasters from the great blizzard 
and gale, until it is estimated that, includ- 
ing those who perished on the Portland, 
there have been about 200 lives lost and 
about 170 vessels of various sizes totally 
wrecked, sent hard and fast aground or 
badly damaged. Thirty of these were in 
Boston harbor. Era y port airing the Xew 
England coast and to some extent further 
South adds to the ijtoriec of havoc, and the 
storm is said to haw been such an over- 
whelming one as to surpass all records m 
coastwise annals in the extent of the dam- 
age inflicted, even exceeding a memorable 
storm in 182^. 


The blizzard which caused these many 


disasters was due to the union on Satur- 
day night of a storm which bad developd 
that morning off the coast of North Caro- 
lina with a storm which had begun ou 
Friday near Chicago. 


What We Are Doing. 


In acquiring the Philippines, including 


the Sulu group, near Borneo, we acquire 
some 1,400 islands, with an aggregate area 
of 115,000 square miles, and a population 
of eight or ten million. There are various 
races and 85 different languages are spok- 
en. The l^lauds extend from 19 degrees 
38 minutes north latitude to within o de- 
grees H2 minutes of the equator. From 
north to south, in other words, they ex- 
tend as far as from (he north of England 
to the south ol Italy, and there area is 
within lijOOO square miles of that of the 
United Kingdom.

To the noith lies For- 
uoaa, belonging to Japan, to the south, 
British North Borneo and the Dutcti pos- 
sessions. Far to tbe ponthea&t Germany 
s our neighbor, in Xew fiuuieaand certain 
islands ea«t of Xew Guinea, called *'tl • 
Btsmark archipelago." Directly east oE 
the Philippines are tlie I.adrone and Caro- 
ine Islands, belonging to Spain, which our 
commissioners are trying to purchase. By 
acquiring the whole lot we shut other 
powers out. from all that part of the West 
L'acilic. We get the French as neighbors 
jn the \\est in Tonqmn, and tbe British 
is neighbors at Hong Kong. A great part 
of the Chinese coast is within easy cleani- 
ng distance toward the no^th. Russia is 
a more remote neighbor in Manchuria. 
L-Yom being an isolated nation, we at one 
eap surround ourselves with strangers— 
laps, Dutch, Germans, French, English, 
Chinese and Russians, to say nothing of 
.he dozen of races of cantankerous natives 
n the islands we acquire. Here are en-

war and the brilliant advances of our 
forces on land and sea which compelled 
the Spaniards to sue for peace. As a pre- 
lude to the history of the struggle the 
the President says : "Notwithstanding 
the added burdens rendered necessary by 
the war, our people rejoice iu a very satis- 
factory and steadily increasing degree of 
prosperity, evidenced by the largtst vol- 
ume of business ever recorded." 


To our Army and Tsavy heroes, .our 


builders, mechanics and artiznns, and eveu 
the humble stoker? in the holds of our 
warshipe, the President declares "that the 
earnest and lusting gratitude of the nation 
is unsparingly due." 


Referring to the work of t.he Peace Com- 


missioners in Paris, the Pres-ide.nt says 
that he hopes soon to be ab!^ to lay betoie 
the Senate a definite treaty of peace. Un- 
til this is done he will not discuss tho gov- 
ernment, or the future of the new posses- 
sions, boyoud the statement that lie will 
continue the military rule which has ex- 
isted since onr occup-U ion uutil Congress 
shall have legislated otherwise.

The following interesting letter from 


Mr. John. JlcOleary, who some years ago 
resided with his aunt, Mrs. Mary E. Ben- 
der, formerly Mrs. James McCreary, on 


(-Baltimore street, this place, will be read 


with interest. The author, who for some 
time haa been a citizen of the State of 
Washington, enlisted ag a volunteer from 
that Scate. His letter was written on 
board the transport Ohio, nrider date of 
Nov. 2d : 


Tnis beautiful afternoon I thought I 


would bring up paper and pencil on deck 
and begin a letter to you while sitting on 
tho beuch enjoying the water and sky and 
listening to tue baud play. 


We have been out now four diiys and 


have enjoyed the trip wonderfully. 
We 


left the Presidio iu the morning on"Friday 
and marched down town to the boat to 
the wharf. The ladies of tue Reel Cross 
gave us our dinner and after dinner we 
embarked on the Ohio, but owing to the 
low tide she did not pull out until about 
10 30 at night. There was a big crowd 
came down to the boat to see us off and 
they stayed there uutil auppor time and 
many came back after supper and stayed 
until the boat left. A part of the 4th TJ. 
3. Cavalry escorted us down and they all 
said that the Washington boys were the 
finest lot of solcfiera they ever saw for vol- 
lunfjera. 
After we got aboard tLie boat 


there wag no one allowed off and there 
were many aamsiug scenes between the 
soldiers on the boat and the boys and girls 
on the duck.

1 was sea sick for three days out aud, 


indeed, it is a miserable feeling. Cue is 
sick at the btomach and has a aick head- 
ache which ia only relieved by vomiting. 
I ate scarcely anything while the sea sick- 
nena was ou me, aa the sight of food would 
trie ken me. Yesfctrday morning, however, 
wlit'n I got np my pea sickness had disap- 
peared and my appetite returned, so that 
yesterday and to-day I have been feeling 
grand and thoroughly enjoy ing the voyage. 
Lust night I sat out on deck enjoying the 
water and Bky. It was a beautiful eight to 
watch the t'tars came out one by one until 
r.hesky was completely studded with them. 
The clouds too absurned auob odd and fan- 
tastic shapes. Away off in the distance I 
could see thy smoke from another steamer 
traveling the carne way ns out selves, al- 
though perhaps thirty miles distant, 


Tne band playa morning, afternoon and 


nighl, aud it is grand to listen to them play- 
ing on the water, especially at night. Mu- 
sic on ctis \\ater ia especially fine anyhow. 
This morning we all took baths. There 
are shower batfip arranged along the vefetsl 
and we get underneath and get a good 
sprinkling oi wait water. The weather is 
getting warm now and will continue to get 
more so right along. We expect to reach 
Honolulu about; Saturday, where we will 
ha\e to be for a day or two and coal up 
before proceeding to Manila, and HO \\U1 
keep my letter open and add some more 
when we arrive.

Sweet 1'otiitoeN to Keep. 


After testing in,my plans and failing 


to keep ilns veiy uaetul vegetable during 
the winter mouths I have found the fol- 
lowing the best way. The potatoes 
should be allowed to dry off tor a fen 
hours and they should uot be taken out 
of the ground except when the soil is 
dry, then put in a box containing a fe« 
holes to let in the air. Put about two 
inches of dry earth or sand iu the bot- 
tom, then a layer of potatoes not allow- 
ing them to touch, on these lay paper of 
any kind aud then repeat with dry earth 
and potatoes, covering the last layer with 
several folds of paper. 
If the winter is 


severe I have sometimes wrapped each 
potato in pieces of newspaper aud kept 
line ones for use in the spring. Only the 
anxious housekeeper can realize how 
gratifying it is to find a good supply ol 
these well preserved tubera in a corner 
of her sloreioom, after the spring is 
fairly open and there is so little variety 
in the way of edibles. She can bake 
them whole, or sut a large one in slices. 
After cooking them pour over it half a 
pint of rich cream seasoned with butter, 
sugar, salt aud nutmeg, making a dish 
to tempt an epicure. 


An expeiienced housewife has told me 


recently that she uses this potato as 
often foi j^astasthe lush potato, and 
she sometimes puts a nice one m her 
dough to give 11 a rich color. To this 
fact I can testify, but cannot say that 
the taste was much improved by it.

FOE HOUSEMEN: 


Suggestions Alxmt the Cape of Patient Ani 


inals IHu'ing tlie "Winter Mouths. 


Both humanity and prudence sugges1 


that owners of hoi sea 'should take moil 
than usual care of their animals duiing 
winter, that they may escape ill-health 
and consequent death, as well HS avok 
accidents from slipping and falling on 
the icy pavements, which frequently pre 
vail during the winter months. 


In speaking of the care of horses ai 


this season of the year, Dr Robert Ward 
embodies a number of very useful sug 
gestions to owners of horses under th' 
head of "Dont's," \vbich follow : 


"Don't let a horse go out on a frost' 


morning unices it has rubber-heel pads 01 
its shoes loughed, tor should it not tal 
down ii may s'.iam one of us joints and 
be lame for a month.. 


'•Don't lei your horse go out this cole 


weather before it has been given break- 
fast. You know how you feel when you 
go out without it yourself. 


"Don't put your noise away at nigh 


until you have groomed it thoroughly 
and dried it about the ears, collar and 
saddle-bearings. 


"Don't give your hoise cold watei. 


First, take the chill off it, and then the 
horse will be less liable to colie. 


"Don't forget to sponge the horse un 


der its tail. It gives comfort aud helps 
the horse to cool off. 


"Don'l let your horse stand about on 


the street while you are shopping, espec- 
ially if clipped. 


"Don't clip horaes to be used for slow 


driving or business purposes 
A horse 


compelled to go slow or staud still at 
times should have nature's coat to keep 
t warm aud healthy. 


"Don't put your horse away without 


ixaminiug seat of collar ana the seal of 
;he pad. Should there be any soreness 
at these places, have the collar and pad 
repaiied. 


"Don't let your horse be underfed dur- 


ng cold weather, for the am mal-beat can 
inly be maintained by nutritious, hydro- 
sarbonaceous food. 


"Don't put a hoise away after having 


been out in the snow until its legs aie 
•ubbed dry and wrapped with woolen 
>andages. This will prevent sciatches. 


"Don't let your horse go out in the 


now without dieasiug its legs, especially 
he heels, with vaseline, which will pre- 
vent these parts from becoming chilly. 


"Dou't leave a horse standing on the 
treet without being covered with a heavy 
woolen blanket, which actually eoveis 
he body and chest. 
"Don't put your horse away at night 


without examining the feet. A nail may 
lave been picked up or a stone wedged 
n the cleft of the frog of the foot, which, 
leing removed at once, will save serious 
rouble. 
"Djn't allow your draught horses and 


mules to travel on the city pavements 
duting tiosty weather unless their shoes 


ave been roughed. It will sa\e many 
in accident. 


"Dou't feed dirt with yom oata and 


iorn. The teed should always be ailtad. 
.£ you haven't a sieve iu your stable buy 
me, and thus save your hoiae fiorn be- 
ng liable to have concretions, called cal- 
!uli,foirn in its stomach and by obstruct-'1 


ng the bowels end the animal's lite. 


"Don't allow the .shoes to lemaiuon 


lie horse's feet longer than a month un 
my account, if you wish to pieaeive the 
economy of the foot." 


How to Cure Meat. 


Saltpetre is used m meat cinmg be- 


;ause it has antiseptic propeities, and 
gives a bright red color to the meat. 
It 


loeB not appear harmful to consuraeis 
n the cjuauities which aieused tor this 
urpose. Common salt preserved meat 
jy withdrawing water from the Bbies, 
and by reason of its antiseptic properties 
ugar also, helps to displace water, and 
ts taste often adds to the agreeable 
lavor of the meat,. The disadvantage 
if uaingsaltis that it withdraws from 
he meat some of its best and most es- 
eutial poitionsof the juices.

Spain's "Cuban" Debt. 


While there has been considerable talk 


of Spain's "Cuban''debt, liule is known 
of its details ouiaide of the Ihi.mciers of 
Spain and France. It has been vaiionslv 
est)muted as amounting lo any»heu> 
from $150,000 000 t,o five or six times that 
sum. Sp,u)iifh klatesroen have decl.ued 
that tlie rnonev lias been expended for 
betterments and Uial therefore tlie debt 
should pass to whatever government 
lakes control ot the island. 


The precise <tuionnt of thf debt which 


Spain has ehaiged against Cuba has 
never been officially stated, but in ISflo 
Senor Mnrcben, in his work on CJubn, 
esitiiualed it at S287 953,200. To f.hii 
must be added the Cubin binds ot 18!)D. 
Amounting to $175000000; 
custom 


bonds, November, 1S96 amounting to 
$80,000,000; custom bands of May, 1897, 
rtnd January, 1898 amounting to $SO,- 
000 000, and "delegations" on security of 
revenue fioui the si amp lax, tobacco 
monoply and taxes on articles of food, 
Apul, 1898, amounting to S-1S 000,000. 
This would bring the grard total of the 
debt charged against Cuba to £887 963,- 
200 


What was the oiigin of llrn enormous 


indebteduess ? Up to 1801 Cuba, had 
always more than paid her own expen- 
ses, aud ia aildi ion had paid the motliei 
country annually from lluee to live 
milhousof dollars. In 1804 Spam issued 
$3,000,000 of bands against Cuba to pay 
tor her war in Santo Domingo 
Other 


issues to pay for her war in Pdiuand in 
Mexico followed quickly, aud then 
1808 
the revolution 
In Cuba beHr 


which lasted ten years aud which «ojt 
Spain ruauy millions. The Cubans were 
never subdued, but were led intc 
treacherous, treaty which Spam never 
fulfilled 


Inability to pay interest on 1- vown 


debt and which she had charged against 
C'iba led Spain to levy onerous taxes on 
the colony. Every cent that heroflieials 
could wiiug from the land or business f f 
the isUnders was demanded, but after 
paying the expenses of a costly govern- 
ment there was usually a delicit which 
had to be made up by the home treasury. 
Then came the recent rebellion of the 
Cubans, which was by fa. DHe most cost 
ly of any of the Spanish Coi.nial «ilm. 


The money to prosecute hostilities 


against the Cubans was almost entirely 
raised by the issuance of bonds, but the 
whole amount of money so raised was 
not expended on t he wai. Jjirge portions 
of it were used to pay off other obliga- 
tions of Spain. It had been a case ot 
robbing from Peter to pay Paul and 
charging everything against Cuba. Not 
one cent of the money so raisad has been 
expended for the peimaneut improve- 
ment of the ihland. Cuba lias had no 
ihare in the debt that bad been raited HI 
her name, aud lier people have repudi-
